At Dip con clu sion of routine b u sin ess, 
a bill p rovid in g for the use by tile U n it­ 
ed S ta te s of d ev ices invented by its n a ­ 
v a l officers w hile en gaged in its s e r ­ 
v ic e and covered bv le tte is p aten t, w as 
p assed . 
i\lr. C ullom , of Illinois, ch a irm a n of 
tile c o m m itte e on foreign relations, a d ­ 
dressed the se n a te on the co n stitu tio n - 
iiiity o f that portion of the D in g ley act 
which au th orised the n e g o tia tio n s of 
recip rocity treaties. 
He said th a t the 
w o rd in g of the provision w as peculiar 
aud m ixed, but it seem ed plain th a t all 
tr ea ties n egotiated m ust 
h a v e 
been 
m a d e and 
ratified w ith in 
tw o years 
a fter the p a s sa g e of the act. 
T h e r e ­ 
fore if that act is to control it would be 
u seless to ratify the treaties. 
S en ator 
«'ullom continued: 
“In m y opinion, the fourth section of 
th e D in g ley act so far a s it a tte m p ts 
to confer, limit, or define the 
trea ty - 
m a k in g pow er is not only an in terfere 
elite w ith the pow ers of the president 
and sen a te, but is u n con stitu tion al, b e ­ 
c a u se it conies in conflict 
w ith 
that 
cla u se of the con stitu tion w h ich sa y s 
that the president ‘shall h a v e power, 
by and w ith the a d v ice and consent of 
th e sen ate, lf* m ak e treaties.’ 


T R E A T Y - M A K ING IN HYERS. 


“ W e do not, 
therefore, derive 
our 
t r e a t y - m a k in g p ow er ■ from a law 
of 
co n g r es s and no law of c o n g ress can 
in a n y w ay m odify or limit th o se p o w ­ 
ers. 
T he D ingley act cannot limit tile 
tim e in w hich w e shall be allo w ed to 
m ak e a treaty.” 
Mr. <'ullom contended that th e fourth 
sectio n of the D in g ley act 
sh o u ld 
he 
ta k en a s a m ere exp ression o f the view 
of the co n g ress and that the president 
did not need au th ority to 
m a k e 
the 
treaties. 
T he recip rocity treaties c o n ­ 
clu ded w ith H aw aii. M exico and U an - 
ada did not go into effect until co n g ress 
acted, but th ese 
treaties co n ta in ed an 
ex p ress provision that th ey could not 
b ecom e effective w ithou t co n g ressio n a l 
action. 
Mr. <’ullom d iscu ssed the provision of 
the co n stitu tio n d eclaring that bills for 
ra isin g revenu e m ust o rig in a te in the 
h o u se and said that it had not been 
definitely settled what w a s m ean t by 
“ bills for ra isin g revenu e.” 
H e added:

“F rom the decision s and s ta te m e n ts 
of J u s tic e s Story, Miller and H arlan, 
I can n ot see how this 
c la u se

T he la n g u a g e of 
th«* c la u se is for all hills for raisin g 
revenue, or in w h ich reven u e m a y in ­ 
cid en ta lly arise. 
A reciprocity tr ea ty

it is true that it reduces 
a d u ty w h ich lins been laid by law, 
but I m a in ta in that tile treaty m ak in g 
p ow er has a u th o rity to c h a n g e a tariff 
law the sa m e us it has a u th o rity to 
ch a n g e a n y other act of con gress, and 
w e iiaye seen that it h as been clearly
